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THE DIVISION OP HEALTH REPORTS 
Governor Jam es T. Blair, Jr.. announced the publication 
of the annual report of the Missouri Division of Health 
The report, an attractive ‘>0 pa^e summary is m pictor­ 
ial form with brief statistics of the 21 bureaus in the Divi­ 
sion of Health. The book reflect> the responsibilities that 
lave been placed daily on the adm inistrators of public healt h 
services to the people of Missouri. 
The m ajor problems of the Division of Health are grouped 
n o four general categories: U) Environmental Sanitation: 
< ommunic&hle Diseases; (2) Licensing Respon>ibilties; 
Problems of Old Age. 
>tal expenditures per capita for public health for the year 
ti was $1.42. Of this amount. 22.3 cents was allocated by 
i, 
state. The balance was expended by local political sub­ 
divisions or by the federal government State appropriations 
increased to 24 6 cents in 1957 and state appropriations for 
the 1958 fiscal year have increased to 29.8 cents per capita. 
Expenditures for public health in Missouri from July L 
1956 to June 20. 1957 were $6,316,150, of w hich $1,088,497 
was appropriated by the state. 
Over 200,000 vital records are placed on file annually in* 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics, and approximately 150.000 
requests are made for copies of birth §nd death records each 
year. 
Tuberculosis is communicable, preventable, and curable. 
Nevertheless. 1.772 new cases were reported in 1950 
Two mobile X-ray units accounted for 113,283, chest X-ray s 
in 29 counties. Of the total. 750 were interpreted a ' suspi 
cious of T.B. and 1.515 as other pathology, such as tumors, 
and heart abnormalities. About one new case of active tu ­ 
berculosis is found per 1,000 X rays taken. 
Treatm ent schedules for venereal disease hav e been short­ 
ened from m onths and years to weeks and days. However, 
despite these advances, the control of venereal disease re­ 
main* a m ajor public health problem. During 105b, 5.31] ca­ 
ses of gonorrhea and 1.621 cases of syphilis were treated and 
rejx>rted to the Division of Health. 
Approximately 7.500 health films were presented through 
organizaton groups to a viewing audience of .'100,000 and the 
demand for health pamphlets has increased to over one and 
one half million. 
The Bureau of Laboratories is concerned with the detec­ 
tion of diseases resulting from either chemical or infectious 
agent.-. A total of '-’17.808 examination* were performed bor­ 
ing 1956 as a service to physicians, dentists, veterinarians 
and food, water and milk industries, as well as to hospi al. 
municipal and private laboratories in Missouri. 
The Mi-<ouri State Sanatorium served 1.515 in-patients 
during the 1956-57 fiscal year with a total of 899 surgical 
procedures performed. 
The Ellis Fischel State Cancer Hospital received 1.693 ap­ 
plications for admission from citizens last year. In addition, 
608 patients returned for check-ups. A total of 518 major 
and 946 minor operations were performed. 
Many thousand of inspections were made last year in the 
control, regulating, and licensing of Mich establishments as 
pharmacies, hotels, motels, tourist courts, trailer court*, hos­ 
pitals, nursing home*, as well as certain fountains and vend­ 
ing machines. 
Many thousands of additional inspections were made of 
restaurants, slaughter houses, bakeries, eanneri*

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THE DIVISION OF HEALTH REPORTS 
Governor James T. Rlair. Jr.. announced the publication 
of the annua! report of the Missouri Division of Health, 
The report, an attractive 50 pagt summary is in pie tor* 
jai form with brief statistics of the 21 bureaus in the Divi­ 
sion of Health. The book reflects the responsibilities that 
have been placed daily on the administrators of public health 
services to the people of Missouri. 
The major problems of the Division of Health are grouped 
n o four general categories: (I) Environmental Sanitation: 
2 
( omm unicable Diseases; (3) Licensing Responsive Hies; 
Problems of Old Age. 
iota I expenditures per capita for public health for the year 
ti was $1.42. Of this amount. 22.3 cents was allocated by 
ik* state. The balance was expended by local political sub­ 
divisions or by the federal government. State appropriations 
increased to 24 6 cents in 1957 and state appropriations for 
the 1958 fiscal year have increased to 29.3 cents per capita. 
Expenditures for public health in Missouri from July L 
1956 to June 30. 1957 were $0,310,150. of which $1,038,497 
was appropriated bv the state. 
Over 200.000 vital records are placed on file annually irr 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics, and approximately 150,000 
requests arr made for copies of birth and death records each 
year. 
Tuberculosis Is communicable, preventable, and curable. 
Nevertheless, 1.772 new cases were reported in 1956. 
Two mobile X-rav units accounted for 118,283 chest X-rays 
in 29 counties. Of the total. 750 were interpreted as suspi­ 
cious of T.B. and 1,515 as other pathology, such as tumors, 
and heart abnormalities. About one new case of active tu­ 
berculosis is found per 1,000 X-rays taken. 
Treatment schedules for venereal disease hAve been short­ 
ened from months and years to weeks and days. However, 
despite these advances, the control of venereal disease re­ 
mains a major public health problem. During 1956, 5,311 ca­ 
ses of gonorrhea and 4,624 cases of syphilis were treated and 
reported to the Division of Health. 
Approximately 7,500 health films were presented through 
organi?taton groups to a viewing audience of 300*000 and the 
demand for health pamphlets has increased to over one and 
one half million. 
The Bureau of Laboratories is concerned with the detec­ 
tion of diseases resulting from either chemical or infectious 
agents. A total of 247.808 examinations were performed dur­ 
ing 1956 as a service to physicians, dentists, veterinarians 
and food, water and milk industries, as well as to hospital, 
municipal and private laboratories in Missouri. 
The Missouri State Sanatorium served 1.515 in-patients 
during the 1956-57 fiscal year with a total of 899 surgical 
procedures performed. 
The Ellis Fischel State Cancer Hospital received 1.693 ap­ 
plications for admission from citizens last year. In addition, 
608 patients returned for check-ups. A total of 518 major 
and 946 minor operations were performed. 
Many thousand of inspections were made last year in the 
control, regulating, and licensing of such establishments as 
pharmacies, hotels, motels, tourist courts, trailer courts, hos­ 
pitals, nursing homes, as well as certain fountains and vend­ 
ing machines. 
Many thousands of additional inspections were made of 
restaurants, slaughter houses, bakeries, canneries, poultry 
processing plants, flour and corn mills, school lunch facili­ 
ties. milk plants and distributors as well as all public swim­ 
ming pools, water and sewage plants. 
Two and one-half million man hours were spent last year 
protecting the public health of Missourians by disease pre­ 
vention, education and service. 
In addition the following sen ices of the Division of Health, 
as well as the 55 county and city health units affiliated with 
the Missouri Division of Health, made your health their 
business: Nursing, Water Pollution Control, Insect Control, 
Occupational Health, Dental Health, Mental Hygience, Ma­ 
ternal and Child Health. Chronic Disease. Civil Defense, Vet­ 
erinary Public Health.
